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haring a home with 900 puppets can be “very claustrophobic,” 
according to Marlo Riede. 2 
But she and husband Dick make the sacrifice to keep alive an 
ancient art that probably originated in religious pageants in the Middle 
Ages. 
The Upland couple are among the few people who can still make 
marionettes dance, talk and walk, parodying just about anything people or 
animals can do. 
Some 600 marionettes — their traveling show entourage — hang in 
the garage and in closets or recline in boxes throughout their home. 
Nearly every inch of wall space is decorated by a separate collection 
of 300 rare and antique puppets. Most are marionettes and two date back 
to the late 1800s. 
One wall is dedicated to books on puppeteering, most dating from 
the 1930s — the heyday of marionettes in the United States. 
Their interest in marionettes started one winter 18 years ago, when 
they unknowingly met one of the masters of the art. 
“Virginia Curtis was showing the kids (their three children, Doug, 
Sue and Steve, then ages 9, 7 and 5, respectively) the puppets, and | fell in 
love with Clippo,” Mrs. Riede said. 
Though unknown to the Riedes, Clippo the Clown was a famous 
marionette in his own right. The long-time member of Mrs. Curtis’ show 
was popular enough to be manufactured as a toy. 
Mrs. Curtis had toured with the Big Bands, dancing with her puppets 
and putting on traditional, strings-from-above shows. 
She still makes puppets and puts on an 
occasional show, and the Riedes have since 
met her socially. They even have several 
antique Clippos in their collection. 
But that winter, Mrs. Riede’s husband 
wouldn't buy her a Clippo puppet. 
‘He said if you want a puppet, go to the 
library, find a book on it and make yourself 
one,” she said. She took him up on the idea 
and made marionettes for the children. 
That piqued their interest in marionettes. 
They decided to take marionette classes the 
next summer, when Riede had time off from 
the history classes he still teaches at 
Upland High School. 
Another of the great American 
puppeteers, Harry Burnett, taught the 
classes, though at the time his name meant 
as littl

as little to the Riedes as it does to most 
people reading this. 

‘In the 1920s, Burnett was the puppeteer 
at the Turnabout Theater on La Cienega 
Boulevard in Los Angeles, Riede said. 

There, Burnett staged such spectacles 
as a parody of a Roman chariot race, with a 
moving backdrop, a rolling drum to turn the 
chariot wheels and progressively smaller 
chariots and horses to simulate depth. 

The Riedes have the foremost chariot in 
their family room, under Burnett’s portrait. 
Although it has aged, the horse can still trot, 
the charioteer can still “giddy-up” and the 
wheels still turn. 

Burnett learned puppeteering from 
watching Tony Sarg, who brought the art 
from Europe. Sarg “popularized marionettes 
in the United States” in the early '20s, Riede 
said. 

Burnett got started by making his own 
marionette and using a tennis racket for the 
controls, according to Riede. 

But marionettes date back centuries 
before America’s flapper era. 

“The word (marionette) means little 
Mary,” Riede said. It apparently stems from 
the use of string puppets to portray religious 
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figures in pageants in the Middle Ages. 

“What’s better to get the angels off the 
ground than strings?” Riede said. 

in time, the traditional form evolved into 
parodies of events and people. 

While many modern puppeteers have 
abstract puppets and shows, the Riedes 
carry on in the traditional style. 

“Our style of puppeteering is certainly 
not accepted now,” Mrs. Riede said. 
“They’re not supposed to look like people 
(now) ... (they are) supposed to be made out 
of old (plastic) bottles and things like that. | 
can’t accept that.”’ 

“We kind of like the traditional,’ Riede 
said. 

Some modern puppeteers dance with 
their marionettes. And the Riedes recently 
saw one puppeteer who had colored 
triangles on strings which he moved to form 
other geometric shapes and patterns. 

“It was fascinating, but it wasn’t 
traditional,” Riede said. 

The Riede also carry on the tradition of 
making all their own marionettes. 

Their puppets reflect attention to detail. 

The puppets’ eyes stand out, each 
sparkling pair filled with the figure’s 


character. Because facial expressions are 
impossible to manipulate, ‘the eyes are very 
important,” Riede said. 

Not everything stands out as well as the 
eyes, however. 

One show had five Rumplestiltskin 
puppets in it. Four were identical and . 
scowling but in different colors. The last 
was smiling because, in the fairy tale, the 
little guy thinks he’s getting the girl. 

“And nobody noticed (the difference),”’ 
Mrs. Riede said. 

They give 200 to 250 shows a year, 
putting them among half a dozen traditional 
puppeteers who regularly give shows in 
Southern California, they said. 

“Lots of people diddle in it,” Riede said. 

Adhering to tradition, the Riedes stand 
on a bridge behind the stage, bending over 
to manipulate the marionettes, curtains and 
scenery. The audience sees only the 
puppets, not the Riedes. 

About 40 puppets hang behind the stage 
in order of appearance. 

The Riedes have accumulated their 
houseful of puppets by continually changing 
their shows and the puppets they use. 

“We do anew story show each 
Christmas season,” Riede said. 

“You get tired of doing the same ones,” 
Mrs. Riede said. 

“And people expect new shows, new 
things to see,” her husband added. 

“Our style changes, and the things we’ve 
done before, we’re improving on,” Mrs. 
Riede said. ‘‘At least, you hope you’re 
improving.” 

A circus has been a centerpiece of their 
show for a while. An eight-piece band, 
controlled by the two of them, opens the act. 
Two seals tossing a ball back and forth are 
this year’s addition. 

Constantly coming up with ideas can be 
difficult. 

When they started puppeteering, the 
Salzburg Marionettes used to tour Southern 
California, ‘‘There’s none of that anymore,” 
Mrs. Riede said, “which we kind of miss 
because we used to swipe ideas from 
them.” 

Most of the ideas come from day-to-day 
life. 

For their circus bears, the Riedes went to 
the zoo to watch how bears walk so they 
could copy it ‘‘to the extent we can.” If they 
can’t do it exactly, that’s all right. “Puppets 
are a kind of parody,” Riede said. 

They continue to parody, Mrs. Riede 
said, because, “It’s fun to entertain. It’s fun 
to make them (marionettes) in the first place 
_.. and it makes a lot of people happy.” 

“We've been always been hobbyists,” 
Riede said, and making the puppets, stages, 
scenes, lighting and soundtracks keeps 
their hobbying side going. 

And they are paid to do the shows, so “‘it 
carries itself, which is a nice thing for a 
hobby to do,” he said. 

in the garage, the Riedes’ are now 
sculpting their latest reinvestment to their 
hobby. 

Since their stage bears the name, 
“Wonderland Theater,” children often, 
expect something from Alice in Wonderland, 
Mrs. Riede said. 

She lifted cloths off two clay masses. 
One was Alice. The other, though closer to 
completion, was less recognizable. 

“He’s the Mad Hatter, although he 
doesn’t look it without his hat,” she said.

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Covering the news with a camera

Several men with much more time behind the 
camera would probably love to have Kortan 
Waddell's job. 

Waddell, 23, of Upland is a news cameraman for 
KNBC's Orange County bureau. 

He said he got the job partially because “! was 
in the right place and | knew the right people. So 
there was a lot of luck involved.” 

“But you have to know what you're doing or 
they won't look at you,” Waddell added. 

His first taste of life as a cameraman came in 
his sophomore year at Chaffey High. 

“There was an ad in the schoo! newspaper, 
(saying) they needed a crew to film sports events. It 
sounded like fun,” so he and a friend looked into it. 

They got the jod of filming all the basketball 
games that season with a Diack-and-white portable 
camera. 

“Right then _. | knew that's what | wanted to 
do,” Waddell said 

When the season ended, he went to the work 
experience office and asked if they had anything 
related to being a cameraman 

The office set him up with Theta Cable, now 
part of Group W Cabdie. Group W had him film city 
council meetings, parades and other events. 

“| actually got to run a camera,” he said. “Then ! 
realty knew what | wanted to do — | wanted to runa 
bigger camera.” 

He continued to work for Theta Cable when the 
schoo! year ended, even though he wasn't getting 
peid and wasn't getting work expenence crecits. 

He enrofied in Chaffey College after graduation 
Dut Rad been there only a year when the schoo 
canmceted its television courses, he said 

About the same time, people with Theta’s Santa 
Monica operation asked him to come work for 
them, shooting Commercials and industrial video 
tapes 
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Robert Shulier’s Crystal Cathedral in Garden Grove. 

Meanwhile, the people he had known from the 
Tenille Show kept checking with the people with 
KNBC News to see if they had a job for Waddell. 

“| always had a desire to do the news, and NBC 
was always my desire,” he said. 

Eventually, he was hired as vacation relief, a 6- 
month job that can become permanent. “If they like 
you, they find a way to keep you,” Waddell said. 

At the time, they were switching from film to 
video tape, “and they needed everyone they hired, 
and | happened to be one of them.” 

He worked out of the Burbank studios for a 
while, and when an opening came up in Orange 


County, he applied for it to cut his commuting time. 


Waddell said he wanted to be a news 
cameraman because “it seemed interesting. ! had 
always heard of news guys constantly traveling.” 

“| don’t really think | could stay in one place too 
long. ... With the news, you're meeting new people 
and doing something different every hour.” 

He said he first realized he wanted to be a news 
photographer while filming a debate for Theta 
Cable. “The news crew came in with all their gear, 
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shot what they needed and packed up and left.” 

Waddell had to stay and film the whole debate. 

“That, | think, is when | decided | really wanted 
to do news,” he said. 

Since starting, he has discovered the job is “a 
lot more than | expected.” 

“| didn’t really realize what was expected, to do 
it right, to do it when somebody else wants it, to do 
it when you want to go to bed, to do it when you 
want to eat,’’ Waddell said. 

He said he thought news stories were 
sometimes exploited ‘because of too much 
commercialism.” 

“But when people say that something has been 
exploited, most of the time, it’s because they’re 
tired of hearing stuff they should be hearing,” he 
said. 

Some shots he takes might be seen as 
gruesome or an invasion of a person’s privacy, “but 
sometimes it’s important to get the point across. ... 
if you show it to them, it’s going to hit them a lot 
harder.” 

Waddell added that he is not the person who

Malone said the group is hoping for consensus 
on aplan for the freeway corridor. They are looking 


at ramp configuration and placement and financing. 


The cost for construction of the freeway has 
been estimated at about $200 million, Malone said. 
-“Caltrans has said they will not fund it past La 
Verne (where it already stops) because it is not a 


priority. The Century Freeway is proving very 
expensive ($500 million at last estimate) and it’s a 
joint project of the state and the federal 
government.” : 


Malone said freeway construction up to La’ 
Verne, was federally funded. The stretch between 
La Verne and the Devore Freeway is State Route 30. 
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“If it had all been an interstate, it would have been 
built years ago,”’ Malone said. 

Maione said ne is hoping the new state 
administration will be more sympathetic to the 
need for the proposed Route 30. “Under Gov. 
Brown and Caltrans director Adriana Gianturco, the 
philosophy was very anti-freeway,” Malone said, 
but there have been indications the present 
administration isn’t of the same mind.

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Residents give freeway ramp a red light

A residents’ group left the Upland City Council 
with little doubt on its stand concerning proposed 
Route 30 ramp positions at the council’s last 
meeting. 

Council members normally conduct their 
meetings in an empty council chamber but on this 
occasion, 50 to 60 residents attended. Of that 
group, 13 people testified at the public hearing, the 
majority adamantly opposed to any ramps at Euclid 
or Mountain avenues. 

City Engineer Fred Blanchard made an 
abbreviated presentation on the options available. 
He recommended, in the interest of improving 
traffic flow in the city, a full diamond (both on and 
off ramps) be located at Mountain Avenue and 
splits at Euclid and Campus avenues. 

Hearings on the ramp configuration and 
location have been going on since June and many 
of the same people have showed up and testified at 
each hearing. 

Speaking first was Millard Martin, who it turned 
out, was in the minority. Martin was adamantly 
opposed to any split diamonds anywhere in the 
city, saying he felt they should be outlawed 
everywhere because they add confusion. 

Martin proposed that if it was feasible, full 
diamonds should be placed at every intersection 
under consideration (Benson, Mountain, Euclid and 
Campus avenues). ‘The city would be better for it,” 
he said. 

“But if we can only have two, then they should 
be Euclid and Mountain because that’s where they 
are needed the most. | know we have special 
interests here,” he said referring to Euclid 
residents who have been very vocal in their 
opposition to any ramps on that thoroughfare, “‘but 
we should do what is best for the city.” 

Rick Sader, speaking for Acacia Construction, 
which has some property that would be affected by 

a Mountain ramp, said the company opposes the 
Mountain ramp because it would not make the 
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development feasible. 

Jim McJoynt took the council to task for what 
he called its ‘‘reversal of position.” 

“People don’t like to get vacillated up and down 
and you had made a decision that no ramps would 
be placed on Euclid and now you say you changed 
your minds,” McJoynt said. 

McJoynt said Claremont and Rancho 
Cucamonga have said they will put their ramps on 
the extremeties (Padua and Carnelian), a position 
that’s been unchaged since the 1960s. McJoynt 
stressed the need of coordination among the cities 
on the foothill corridor or ‘Caltrans will put the 
ramps wherever they want if we leave it to them.” 

Mayor John McCarthy then added that the city 
can only make recommendations to Caltrans. The 
final decision is up to the state. He also pointed 
out that there is no assurance when, if ever, the 
freeway might be built. 

Blanchard said the plan drawn up in the ’60s 
called for ramps at Fruit Street; Garey, Towne, 
Padua, Benson, Mountain, Euclid and Campus 
avenues; Carnelian Street and Archibald, Haven, 
Milliken and East avenues. 

Upland resident Jim Kelver expressed support 
for a depressed freeway (below grade) and for 
ramps at Campus and Benson avenues. 

Frank Gehreke said he felt any ramps should be 
kept from the heavy residential areas that are 
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already developed. “The traffic volume is excessive 
on Euclid already and it is an established 
residential area.” 

Gehreke said he felt if the ramps where 
positioned at Campus and Benson, the 
development of the area could reflect them and not 
be totally residential. 

He also expressed concern for the aesthetics of 
Euclid. “We have to send a strong message that we 
don’t want the character of Euclid avenue 
changed.” 

Martin, the first speaker, got up at that point to 
reply to the other Speakers. ‘The city should be 
responsible to all of the city, not just special 
interests for property owners along Euclid 
Avenue.” 

Virginia Shannon, herself a Euclid resident, 
asked the council to think of how they would feel if 
the traffic were to be put on their street. “The 
freeway should be accessible to all residents 
without making it intolerable for others,” she said. 

Patrick Sullivan, one of the staunchest 
opponents of a Euclid ramp, charged the council 
had backed off an earlier stand against a Euclid 
ramp. 

Cannel Frank Carpenter said the council 
had not made any decision previously. “Don’t say 
we’re reversing, we never made any decision. The

Last year Alta Loma Riding Club donated $2,000 
from its June benefit show to the city for 
construction at Heritage Park. 

Kooperud said he sees a bright future for 
horses co-existing peacefully in the community. 

“There’s a master plan in Rancho Cucamonga, 
like Irvine, to protect the equestrian community and 
people who own animals. Our main problem is with 
the trail system,” he said. 

According to Kopperud, before the city 
incorporated and a trail system was planned, riding 
trails had to make tracks around housing 
developments. 

But the city council recently passed a 
resolution stating it would frown on CCRs (rules 
and regulations set up by developers) that prohibit 
horses on property north of Banyan Street. 

“Until then, there was nothing to keep 
contractors from buying property in an equestrian 
area, developing it and then not allowing horses,” 
Kopperud said. 

“We have a progressive city government that is 
not afraid to stand up (for horse owners),” he 
added. 

Kopperud himself doesn’t ride, but his wife and 
children do. “I don’t think it takes an equestrian to

accident; Mark Granger, 
25, of Covina, also with 
spinal cord injuries from 
a work-related accident;

Rosales, the youngest, 
had never been camping 
before. 

“Newly injured people 
must be exposed to 
mainstream activities as 
soon as possible,” Kiley 
explained.

“Performing is an electrifying experience. 
Playing well, even if the audience doesn’t 
understand what you’re doing, they can feel it,”’ 
Datillo said. 

“What makes jazz jazz isn’t just improvisation,” 
Datillo explained. “In the days of the great masters 
Bach, Stravinsky, they left cadenzas open in their 
compositions for improvisaton. So improvisation 
has been around for a long time. 

“What makes jazz jazz is that particular 
syncopation that’s indigenous to America,” he 
said.

“Jazz transcends time periods. ‘Rhapsody in 
Blue,’ written by George Gershwin in 1924, ‘Porgy 
and Bess,’ and ‘West Side Story’ will still be with us 
in 100 years,” Datilio said.

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“Women are the best printers,” says Lois Close, 
who got into the business more than six years ago.

Printers are supposed to be men. 

At least that’s the feeling Lois 
Close got from some of her 
counterparts when she started a 
printing business. 

Those counterparts were men, she 
said ... men who didn’t think a slender 
woman interested in poetry should 
muck up her hands with printer’s ink. 

Close had more than predjudices 
working against her, however. Two 
years ago her husband of 20 years 
asked for a divorce, business turned 
bad and she found herself raising five 
children while trying to keep up the 
house payments. 

“Sometimes it was not day-to-day 
survival ... it was hour-to-hour,” she 
said. 

Six years ago, she and a partner 
opened “The Write Touch” in Ontario.

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Video camera used to inspec 


The walls may not have ears but

Ed Diggs, above, begins to drop the video camera into a sewer manhole. 
Attached to cable, the camera can travel up to 700 feet and gives district 
workers an up close look at any pipe damage. Inside a van, Alan Briggs 
monitors a video screen which shows how far the camera has traveled and 
what problems exist. In this instance, at 136.4 feet, a separated sewer line 
and a broken rope are blocking the camera from going any further. 





Thanks to a streamlined video 
camera, district workers can NOW 
look deep into wells or sewer lines 
and assess faulty construction, 
tree root intrusion or earth shifting 
damage. 

The camera, which is used with 
a specially equipped van with a 
video screen and recorder inside, 
has also saved the district 
thousands of dollars. 

Since most water and sewage 
line installation is handled by 
contractors, the district will not 
pay for contracted work or approve 
lines near housing tracts until the 
pipes submit to the video test. If 
damage is found, it is up to the 
contractor to get it fixed. 

“Most of the damage occurs 
because of construction,” said 
district worker Ed Diggs, who 
operates the equipment along with 
Alan Briggs. ‘‘A lot of times, we 
could have gone acouple of years 
before finding out there was 
damage.” 

If the clay pipes (the district 
outlawed plastic) are not properly 
compacted in the ground or if 
large rocks are dropped on top of 
them, damage may occur, Diggs 
said. 

However, contractors should 
feel fortunate because of a 
counter attached to the camera. 

After performing the old 


t pipes 


damage test, running high 
pressured air underground from 
manhole to manhole to see how 
well it holds up, any damage found 
means tearing out an entire 
section of underground pipe. With 
the camera, the point of damage 
can be detected within one inch 
Briggs said. 

Recently, an underground 
viewing operation was underway 
at Hermosa Avenue south of 
Wilson Street. Briggs and Diggs 
were sent to the area to inspect a 
housing contractor’s laterals, 
which are pipes running froma 
project to the district’s main lines. 

However, the operation began a 
day before the camera crew 
showed up. To clean the line 
before the camera went in, water 
was squirted into the pipe witha 
vactor, which is a large truck that 
extracts and sends water at high 
pressures. 

After along line was sent toa 
manhole 350 feet from the point of 
entry, the camera was attached to 
cable set in a cement groove 
leading into the sewage line. 

It is five feet from the top of the 
manhole serving as point of entry 
to the groove. The counter was 
adjusted to begin counting at five 
feet. 

Briggs and Diggs then get into 
their van and move the camera 
with an electronic control stick. 
Bright lights on the front of the 20-

“Boy, that is about the worse 
l've ever seen,” he said. 


The pipe, which had just been 
installed weeks earlier, appeared 
to be broken. The rope, which was 
first dropped as part of the initial 
camera set-up an hour earlier (and 
had to be broken off because it 


Briggs tried to drive the camera 
forward, but it would not budge. 
Diggs then marked down some 
information in a log book and said 
the district’s inspector would be 
brought in to look at the damage. 


As the camera was sent in 
reverse toward the point of entry, 
another crack with sand filling the 
line was found near a joint. Briggs 
said a ban seal made of rubber 
compound would have to be fitted 
around the pipe. 


As far as savings to the district 
goes, the specially equipped 
$60,000 van and $7,000 camera 
have paid for themselves, Diggs 
said. 


“We can just show an inspector 
the tape and then we don’t have to 
call them out,”* he added. “That

New class name, 


old safety rules 
for hunters 


By Kevin Lacy 


Over the course of the last 
century, the sport of hunting has 
taken a backseat to more 
contemporary sports like baseball 
or football. But even with the 
decreased interest, millions of 
people still take to the hills to 
enjoy what may be on the most 
relaxing activities one can 
experience. 

When so many people become 
involved in such an activity, one 
that involves the use of firearms, 
that activity becomes subject to 
regulations of law for the 
protection of its participants. 

In 1954, the State of California 
passed a law requiring all 
applicants for a hunters license to 
first take and pass a hunter’s 
safety class. All persons found to 
be hunting without the license 
(and thus, without participation in 
the class) would be subject to the 
laws governing poaching of game. 

Today, nearly 30 years after that 
law was passed, the problem of 
poaching, along with the misuse 
of dangerous firearms is on the: 
rise, according to literature 
published by the California 
Department of Fish and Game. 

Gene Hubler, a state certified 
instructor for the DFG who has 
taught local residents the hunter’s 


safety class since 1967, feels that 
the problem is very important and

through his classes tries to inform 
the potential hunter of the need to 
“take care of the life that runs 
around up in the hills.” 

According to Hubler, the class 
is taught ‘exactly what is in the 
Conservation, Safety and 
Sportsmanship Handbook. We 
teach our students everything 
from what the hunter is 
responsible for, to survival and 
first aid. We teach archery and 
anything else you might need to 
know about hunting.” 

But, although the class involves 
several aspects of hunting, Huber 
says that he “stresses the 
fundamentals of hunting. Our 
main thing is not to teach you 
what to hunt, but how to hunt 
safely. The last thing you want to 
do while hunting is, for instance, 
shoot your dad. We wouldn’t want 
you to do that either, so we teach 
you how to avoid those kinds of 
things.” 

Hubler and three other 
instructors hold their classes once 
a month in his Rancho 
Cucamonga home. He reports an 
average Class size of 20 and his 
records show that his students 
travel from all over Southern 
California to attend the class. 

“Unfortunately, that means that 
the class is not available in many 
other areas in the state. It isn’t fair 
that these people have to drive

from all over to attend the class. 
But that’s the fault of the 
lieutenant (of the DFG, who is 
responsible for the co-ordination 
of instructors for the class). That’s 
no real problem here, but in other 
areas ... Well, you see the 
problem,” explained Hubler. 

This and many other problems, 
such as the increase in poaching, 
has prompted state lawmakers to 
increase the required number of 
hours of safety training from 8 to 
12. But the increase, in itself, 
causes another problem, 
according to Hubler. 

“You just can’t tell the 
instructor that he has to teach 
more hours. | mean these people 
are volunteers who give one or two 
days a month teaching the class. 
if the law, as it will be next year, 
requires more time, then there will 
be several instructors who will just 
say ‘Forget it, | can’t give any 
more time,” Hubler said, adding 
that he will continue to teach after 
the change in the law takes effect. 

Hubler also explained that the 
state cannot afford to lose the 
instructors that it already has. ‘A 
few years ago, there were over 
7,000 qualified instructors. There 
are now only about 2,800 and the 
number is always on the decline,” 
Hubler noted. 

But the problems that really 
bother Hubler do not come from 
the administrative side of the 
programs. Rather, the troubles 
stem from the practical side, the 
instructor side. 

He also added that the area 
from Lytle Creek to Cucamonga 
Canyon has one of the worst 
poaching problems in the state. 

“You and | probably would think 
that there are very few deer up 
there, but | know one of the game

are a good number of them up 
there. From what he tells me, the 
guys go up there in the day on 
motorbikes and shoot the deer 
and then go back up at night in off 
road vehicles to pick up the take,” 
Hubler related. 

On the opposite side, Hubler 
gets several complaints from 
environmental groups protesting 
the class. The complaints most 
frequently are from the “save the 
Bambi” groups who Hubler says, 
“just don’t understand what we do 
in the class.” 

“The first thing these people 
have got to understand is the fact 
that we don’t teach our students 
to kili game. We teach them that if 
they are going to hunt, which is 
something we can’t control, they 
ought to first know how to do so 
without injuring or killing another 
person,” Hubler stated. 

“They have also got to realize 
that hunting is important in the 
maintenance of the balance of 
game. If a certain area can hold a 
given number of deer and there are 
more deer than the land can 
support then there will be other 
problems. For instance, maybe 
disease will afflict the entire deer 
population and then they will all 
die. Who knows, if it gets too 
crowded, they might do like 
people and start spreading out 
into areas for which they aren’t 
properly adapted. Then what?” 
Hubler asked. 

Since the word hunting has 
such a negative connotation to 
many people, the DFG changed 
the official name of the class a 
few years ago.

There is one thing people love hearing about 


more than sure fire money-making schemes, 
titilating gossip and Tom Selleck: themselves. 


Two local psychologists gave four people a 


chance to learn more about their favorite subject at 
an entertaining, uncanny and often frightening 
family workshop at Alta Loma Psychological 
Associates in Rancho Cucamonga. 


Virginia Sullivan Miller and Georgina Lamphere, 
both licensed marriage and family therapists, 
focused on improving family relationships through 
understanding innate personality traits of oneself 
and loved ones. 

The free “Families: Discovering and 
Appreciating Each Member” workshop, which 
Lamphere described as being more of an 
informational session than therapy, was only 
sparsely attended because of arare summer 
rainstorm. 

But those who braved the wet, gloomy elements 
and made it to the offices at 9033 Baseline Road 
gained valuable insights on a subject which literally 
strikes cords close to home. 

The workshop began with a test with 70 
questions ranging from “would you pick up a 
ringing phone or expect someone else to?” to “at 
parties, do you stay late with decreasing energy or 
leave early with increasing energy?” 

The results let participants find out what 
category their own personality traits fall into. 

The test was developed by psychology 
professor David Keirsey, whom Miller and 
Lamphere studied under before receiving their 
master’s degrees at Cal State Fullerton. 

Whether it is inborn or a product of 
environment, Miller said it it very rare to finda 
family where everyone has the same personality 
traits. 

The point of this introductory lesson was to 
point out the different personality categories. Later 
sessions will deal with using that knowledge as a 
tool to improve family communication. 

“You can’t make someone in one group into 
someone in another,” Miller said. “It is important to 
understand the differences and comprimise.” 

“It would be like taking a person who is six foot 
four and putting a book on his head trying to make 
him five foot nine,” Lamphere said. “Trying to 
change a person’s personality is like trying to 
change a person physically.” 

Test answers were recorded in columns, which 
through a matrix scoring system let participants 
determine if they were extroverted or introverted; 
intuitive or sensing; feeling or a thinker; and judger 
or perceiver. 

Intuitive people are those who can “‘pick ideas 
out of thin air,” while a sensing person is practical, 
Miller said. “‘They are the ones who tell intuitive 
people their ideas can’t work,” Lamphere added. 

Feeling people’s “hearts rule their heads,” 
Miller said, while a thinker’s “head rules his heart.”

Judging people have a structured life with lists and 
deadlines, she said, while perceiving people are 
more impulsive. 

Using the test results, the participants then 
were categorized into one of four groups: SJ 
(sensing-judging), NF (intuitive-feeling), SP 
(sensing-perceiving) or NT (intuitive thinker). 

More than anything else, SJ people strive fora 
sense of belonging, Lamphere said. As children, SJ 
people did things for their mothers. 

However, they are people who must be 
complimented when they bend over backwards to 
help others and they have a hard time saying ‘“‘no,” 
Lamphere said. 

For this reason, they often are taken advantage 
of by people in the other groups. When this occurs, 
SJ people often get sick, “burnt out,” or do a lot of 
complaining, Lamphere said. 

People who fall into the NF category want to 
prove their life is genuine, Miller said. A number of 
actors are NF people because they have a sense for 
the dramatic, Lamphere said. 

While trying to find themselves, NF people 
often pick up the characteristics of others, 

Lamphere said.

“They take in so much of everyone else, that 
they lose a little bit of what they are,” Lamphere 
said. “Which is sad because that is what they set 
out to do.” 

Striving for freedom is the goal of impulsive — 
people who fall into the SP group. They often are 
misunderstood in society and school systems are 
not set up for them because they have a lot of 
energy, Lamphere said. 

The SP people love a challenge and are usually 
creative. 

As a mate, SP people are only committed as 
long as it suits them, Lamphere said. ; 

“It never occurs to a SP to call back if they are 
not coming to dinner after saying they will,” Miller 
said. “And they don’t understand why someone 
would get upset because they didn’t show up.” 

Jails are full of SP people, Miller said, because 
in the midst of taking a risk, they often break the 
jaw. And don’t make an SP person angry, because 
they will seek revenge, Miller warned. 

The goal of NT people is to be competent and 
their greatest fear is to look like a fool, Miller said. 

“They will not bring home flowers every night or

Just across the street 
was a small but vital business, Johnny 
Palmer’s Bicycle and Sporting goods shop. 
The tiny building had evidently been there for 
many years and showed it outside and in. The 
fixtures were antiques. The wooden floor was 
worn thin in places. The shop at the rear was 
dingy but serviceable. 

To those of us who knew him, Johnny was 

i an individual like few others. He was very soft- 

» spoken, slow and pausing in his speech. He 

He usually clasped or rubbed his hands together 

ay as he searched for his next words. He never 

b married and was sometimes referred to as 

j “the old maid.” But his service, knowledge 
and parts stock were invaluable to the bike 
users of Upland. | was one of them. 

Just north of Johnny’s was Guy Clark’s 
butcher shop. Mom ‘“‘traded”’ there, usually 
getting a week’s suply of meat on Saturday. It 
seemed to keep fairly well if the ice man got 
to our house on schedule. Of course, we 

didn’t have meat every day, but in those days, 
a dime’s worth of liver went a long way.

Don’s Liquor. 

The present site of the Bank of America 
was an auto agency as far back as | can recall, 
first for Fords, then for Chevrolets. Just to the 
north was our Colonial Theater (now the B of A 
parking lot) showing the silent movies of the 
day. They were, of course, accompanied by 
plenty of piano music, with the melody varied 
to suit the action on the screen. To the north 
of the theater was the Pacific Electric Railway. 

Across Second Avenue from today’s B of A 
was Roy Creighton’s Sporting Goods shop. It 
was modern and quite well stocked. It also 
had an under-the-roof gas station along its 
south side. It later became Ralph’s Sporting 
Goods, but is now a series of smaller shops. 

Moving on up to D Street and Second: On 
the northeast corner is a building, which is 
now called the Professional Center. The local 
medical group needed new quarters and built 
and occupied that building. As medical 
buildings later popped up all over town, the 
building was sold to the city for use by various 
departments, such as the building 
department. The pysicians scattered to more 
modern quarters. 

On the northwest corner, now the site of

the police department, was a park, probably 
the only one in town. It was small, but it 
sported a bandstand. One night each week, if 
it didn’t rain, the local band played a concert 
under the baton of the popular Fred Wilding. 
The concerts were well attended and 
applauded. To ensure a place to sit, some 
folks parked a car at the curb early in the day 
and left it until concert time. 

The park finally gave way to the present 
building, which was built in 1939 as the City 
Hall. It was constructed with funds from the 
Federal Emergency Administration of Public 
Works, under Franklin D. Roosevelt as 
president. D.J. ‘‘Dave’” Cameron was mayor 
and a popular meat market owner. Ernest 
Olson was on the city councii. The police 
department moved into a portion of the west 
side, complete with jail cells. Now that the 
present City Hall has been built on Euclid, the 
building is all police department. The old cells 
are still there, but only used on special 
occasions when real troublesome characters 
show up. 

A few feet west of the police quarters is an 
old, two-story structure that housed our fire 
department for years. Big doors, front and 
rear, handled fire trucks. The upstairs had club 
room and sleeping quarters for several 
volunteer firemen. If a fire occurred at night, 
the firefighters jumped into their “turnouts” 
(clothes and boots arranged for split-second 
donning) and slid down a brass pole to the 
truck. 

One paid man was on duty at all times. 
Others slept there to save room rent 
elsewhere. When a fire call came in, the big, 
loud siren was blown, the location scrawled 
on a blackboard for the benefit of late comers 
and the truck was off. 

If the call came during business hours in 


town, the truck rolled down Second Avenue 
with siren howling. Various merchants and 


clerks tore off their aprons, hollered at 
someone to take over and ran to the street to 
jump on the truck. And those volunteers saved 
many an Upland building. (1

Overdue books costly 
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most ranging between $20 and $80, 
but with many above and below that 
range. 

One reason these bills are so high 
is the simple fact that books cost a 
lot. Our replacement costs for books 
are taken each year from a survey 
made by Publisher’s Weekly 
magazine. | adjust their figures 
downward to compensate for our local 
buying patterns. Currently, an average 
adult fiction title costs $12; adult non- 
fiction, $19; a children’s hardcover, $7; 
a quality paperback, $7; a regular 
paperback $2. These are the figures 
behind those high overdue bills. Lose 
three books you checked out for the 
kids’ homework and you owe a 
fortune. By the time we do the 
reordering, cataloguing and 
processing on the replacement book it 
costs us considerably more than the 
replacement cost. The fine of 10 cents 
a day only very partially covers these 
additional costs. 


| explained these frustrating facts 
of the library life to Mrs. O, but she 
wasn’t reassured. She complained ina 
most condescending tone that our 
policies were unfairly implemented 
since her son’s book was overdue in 
February and she had received her 
notice in July and fines had been 
accumulating in the meantime. 


| began again to explain our overdue 
policies to Mrs. O. | explained how our 
first overdue postcards go out within 
one month after the due date and how 
personal phone calls are then made. 
Visits are made to the home to collect 
books when necessary. If the books 
are still not returned, the deliquent 
accounts are sent to the city Finance 


Department for special billing within 
six months after the due date. If these 
bills are not paid they are sent toa 
collection agency and an additional $8 
administrative fee is added to the 
amount due. 

Since the library owns more than 
90,000 volumes and circulates an 
average of 1,000 volumes a day using 
a manual circulation system, it is 
inevitable that some books get back 
on the shelf by mistake without being 
properly checked in. When this 
occurs, we make a search for the book 
and charge only if fines-are due. (Call 
981-1033 to initiate a search for a book 
you think you returned.) 

But as | was telling Mrs. O all this 
the sky opened up, started pouring 
rain and a giant wind shook the 
building. The ceiling began to leak 
directly over my head. | was having 
trouble concentrating on the 
conversation as, drip by drip, water 
fell on my head. Was someone or 
something trying to tell me 
something? 

As | look back, the experience had a 
surreal quality. Did it actually happen? 

You bet it happened! And variations 
of it happen to our staff daily. 

In this instance it turned out that 
Mrs. O had indeed been sent her 
notice in March and the July notice 
was for yet another overdue. 

Mrs. O, in other words, is one who 
makes library service expensive for all 
of us. In her defense, her fault is no 
doubt more a lack of awareness than 
true criminality. However, the result is 
the same for her as it is when, as 
occasionally happens, a real criminal 
steals books from a public library 
collection to make money. The loss 
generates expenses that must be paid 
out of tax monies. C1

They appear to be self- 
confident and poised, but inside they 
know they do not know anything.” 

After the workshop, Newman said 
the experience was “fantastic. 

“| was kind of scared, but it was 
great,” Newman said. “It was very 
interesting. | learned quite a bit and | 
hope to come back.”

Of the 24 articles of the REALTOR Code 
of Ethics, the 16 articles which affect 
the relationship between REALTORS and 
the public are printed here. 





ARTICLE 1: The REALTOR should 

keep himself informed on mat- 

ters affecting real estate in his 

® community, the state, and na- 

tions so that he may be able to contribute 

responsibly to public thinking on such 
matters. 


ARTICLE 2: In justice to those 

who place their interests in his 

core, the REALTOR should 

& endeavor always to be informed 

regarding laws, proposed legislation, govern- 

mental regulations, public policies, and cur- 

rent market conditions in order to be in a 
position to advise his clients properly. 


ARTICLE 3: It is the duty of the 

REALTOR to protect the public 

against fraud, misrepresentation, 

s and unethical practices in real 

estate transactions. The REALTOR should 

assist the governmental agency charged with 

regulating the practices of brokers and 
salesmen in his state. 


ARTICLE 5: In the best interests 

of society, of his associates, and 

his own business, the REALTOR 

@ should willingly share with other 
REALTORS the lessons of his experience and 
study for the benefit of the public, and should 
be loyal to the Board of REALTORS of his com- 


munity and active in its work. 


ARTICLE 7: In accepting employ- 

ment as an agent, the REALTOR 

pledges himself to protect and 

promote the interests of the 
client. This obligation of absolute fidelity to 
the client's interesf$‘is' primary, but it does 
not relieve the REALTOR of the obligation to 
treat fairly all parties to the transaction.

ARTICLE 11: A REALTOR is ex- 

pected to provide a level of com- 

petent service in keeping with

provide specialized professional services con- 

cerning o type of property or service that is 
outside his field of competence. 


ARTICLE 12: The REALTOR

value where he has a present or con- 
templated interest unless such interest is 
specifically disclosed to all affected parties.

investment, and increase real 
estate and other tax revenues 
enough to offset the cost of the 
tax credits or deductions offered. 

Moreover, IHAs could help the 
fragile economic rebound. 
Economists figure that, typically, 
seven jobs in construction, 
appliance manufacturing, and 
related industries are generated by 
each new housing start. The 
National Association of Home 
Builders estimates the 
construction of one house creates 
$32,540 in wages and the total 
economic impact of building just 
one average house is $148,000. 

‘Housing growth is essential to 
total economic recovery and that 
is only possible if there is 
substantial use of conventional 
mortgages, which IHAs would 
promote,” said Sabbag. 

Detractors believe |HAs would 
set a dangerous precedent where 
other industries would seek 
federal support or subsidies, 
complicate the tax codes and

As personal lifestyles are adjusted and 
population growth wanes, old patterns of 
housing consumption are disappearing. 

The dramatic shifts in the makeup and 
movement of the nation’s populace have been 
charted by the new “‘Housing Futures” 
research project. 

“This study looks at the changes and 
trends in housing for the next 20 years from 
the consumer’s viewpoint,” said broker Robert 
LaDam of Heights Realty/Better Homes and 
Gardens in Upland. The firm is a member of 
the Better Homes and Gardens real estate 
network, one of 25 sponsors for the three-year 
program, co-produced by the Joint Center for 
Urban Studies of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and Harvard University. 

“The typical scenario has changed. In the 
past a young couple would buy a modest 
home, eventually trade for a larger one, and 
then retire to a small, maintenance-free 
dwelling,” said LaDam. 

But today, new elements are being thrown 
into the mix, affecting the traditional pattern 
of home sales. 

The “Housing Futures” study notes that 
single-person households are wielding 
unusual influence. By 1990, one-person 
households will comprise one-third of all

middle- and lower-income families for 
inexpensive units,” LaDam said. 

Meanwhile, fewer children and later 
marriages delay the need for couples to seek 
bigger homes. This, in turn, reduces the 
demand for the large houses older occupants 
wish to sell so they can relocate, said LaDam. 
“The whole home-buying cycle is affected.” 

The housing probe also has detected an 
exodus from metropolitan areas to the 
hinterlands. Moreover, people are moving 
away from the densely settled regions of the 
Northeast toward the employment and income 
opportunities of the South and West. 

“Within all regions, people are moving 
away from cities and suburbs to rural areas. 
The study found rural areas grew by 5.9 million 
people from 1970-80. This signals a shift from 
the 1960s when the rural population dropped 
500,000,” said LaDam. “Further clouding the 
picture are the people leaving one region for 
another. This upsets the delicate balance of 
supply and demand across the country.” 

More moderate population growth will 
stem the unprecedented pace of new 
household formations set during the 1970s, 
when nearly 17 million new households were 
created. ‘‘Housing consumption will level off 
and then recede during the next 20 years. As

ENVIRONMENTAL AMENITIES - The 
community, neighborhood, the characteristics 
of the surrounding area are important 
considerations for homeowners.

Further contributing to the projected 
decline in housing formation rates, according 
to the “Housing Futures” study, will be slower 
growth in personal income, high borrowing 
costs, and the drop in inflation that sparked 
investment in housing during the past decade. 


“The fact that population growth has 
ebbed and mostly is confined to three regions 
casts a new light on housing demand,” LaDam 
noted. 


Although the population may rise from 
about 220 million today to 274 million by the 
year 2000, it is growing at its slowest pace in 
the country’s history. Sixty percent of the 
growth is forecast for the West/South/Central 
states of Arkansas, Louisiana, Oklahoma and 
Texas; the East/South/Central states of 
Alabama, Kentucky, Mississippi, and 
Tennessee; and the Mountain states of 
Colorado, Montana, Idaho, Wyoming, New 
Mexico, Arizona, Utah and Nevada. 


The Pacific (Alaska, California, Hawaii, 
Oregon, Washington) and South Atlantic 
(Delaware, Georgia, Florida, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Virginia, West Virginia) 
regions will experience growth, but at a slower 
pace.

Only when a 
homeowner sold a house without 
reinvestment any time after age 70¥2 would 
taxes be required on the MRA portion. 

“Lenders favor the MRA Act because it 
expands the market for IRAs and encourages 
early payoffs of long-term mortgages, many of 
which carry low rates of interest,” said 
Sabbag.

drastically increase the budget deficit, 
because it prevents the collection of taxes for 
many years. Senator Tower thinks it actually 
may increase funds, because homeowners will 
opt for accelerated payoffs and reduce the 
revenue lost through income tax deductions 
on home loans. The problem with early 
mortgage payoffs has been the IRS’ difficulty 
in tracking the transactions. Homeowners 
often may receive discounts from lenders for 
retiring a mortgage early, and the savings is 
regarded as ordinary, taxable income. To 
monitor this activity, the IRS already has 
ordered lending institutions to submit the 
names of homeowners who earned a discount 
by paying off a mortgage early. 

Hearing on the bills are expected to begin 
in September, and if a proposal is adopted, the 
program could be under way as early as 
January 1, 1984.
